The soil on this farm is a sandy 
loam, and the field on which this grain 
is now growing (Is some forty two 
acres of summerfallow. 

Seeding was done on April 29th. 

June 28th, just sixty-one days later, 
the average height of the srtaw was 
twenty-eight inches. 


RED BOBS 

Red Bobs was sown on two acres of 
precisely similiar land on May 5th— 
June 28th, fifty -five days later, this 
variety is standing an average height 
of eighteen inches. 


; RED FIFE 

Red Fife, on twenty acres, in the 
same growing period is now 
standing at an average height of six¬ 
teen inches. 


LEADER OATS 

Leader Oats, sown May 12th, in a 
sixty acre field, of black sandy loam, 
on the farm of Alexander Wright, 8- 
30-44-27; were on June 28th, or forty- 
eight days later, have an average len¬ 
gth of fifteen inches. 


The above certified statements are 
©^particular interest to our local far¬ 
mers, and are also indicative of the 
splendid fertily of the soil in our dis¬ 
trict.

Fall rye six feet high is growing on 
the C. W. Ryall farm. It is heading 
out in great shape and promises an 
heavy yield. 

This rye was seeded but four weeks 
before freeze up. It shood the win¬ 
ter in great shape. Earlier In the 
season it appeared as if there had 
been quite a piece winter-killed on the 
top of the knolls. The favorable 
growing weather ha s enabled the rye. 
on the knoll-tops to recover fully. 

Charles Ryall considers the last 
week fn August or the first week in 
September as the best time to seed 
fall rye. This year he intends to 
seed his fall rye right behind the 
binder. The stubbie nolds the snow 
thus protecting the rye. On the ot¬ 
her hand, Ryall has found the rye to 
be sufficiently vigorous to get ahead 
of the weeds in the spring growing 
season. In fact he informs us that 
this years rye is growing strongest, 
where last year the 'weeds were the 
thickest and strongest. 

Feed shortage will be a thing of the 
past when the farmers take to grow¬ 
ing rye more extensively, Ryall tells

TWO IMPORTANT FACTORS 

Speaking of the prospects for the 
approaching referendum, it has be¬ 
come almost trite to say, “The farm¬ 
ers are practically solid for prohibi¬ 
tion, and as for the women, they can 
be counted on to vote overwhelmingly 
to stop the- traffic in any shape or 
form.” And the making of such a 
statement sems to beget such a feel¬ 
ing of assurance^ in the success of the 
vote from a prohibition standpoint 
that it has a very soothing effect on 
any feeling there may be as to the 
necessity of getting into the fight and 
putting some “punch” into the cam¬ 
paign. The implication seems to be 
that this assured majority obviates 
the necessity of much effort on the 
part of the prohibition party and 
that if they just “get busy” a little 
around the cities and a few other 
weak spots around the province and 
hold them d&ivn, the country can be 
trusted to take care of itself pretty 
largely, and give us all the majority 
that will be necessary. 

But before people give themselves 
up to this idle, thoughtless kind of 
reasoning, there are a few other con- 
suderations that should not be entire¬ 
ly overlooked, and which may have 
a somewhat disturbing effect on this 
complacent mood.

IN-AND-OUT*’ SYSTEM 


An obvious moral may be drawn 
from the present market prospects of 
hogs. It is that the “in-and outer” 
in breeding and feeding is usually the 
man who fails. Look at the facts a 
little. 

Last fall prices for hogs dropped 
rapidly. Two of the causes for this 
were the condition of export markets 
and the high price of feed grains. So 
much American bacon had been pur¬ 
chased by the British Government 
under war contracts that, in the few 
months after the armistice there was 
an unprecedented glut in Great Bri¬ 
tain. In addition, the British people, 
being relieved of the stern necessity 
of eating a class of bacon to which 
they had never before been accus¬ 
tomed, refused longer to buy it. The 
reduction of hogs undoubtedly was 
accelerated by the unprecedented rise 
in the domestic prices for feeds. Hun¬ 
dreds of hog raisers concluded it 
would be better to sell at any price 
rathe r than to carry over the winter. 
The combination of conditions result¬ 
ed in a rush of hogs to the market. 
Prices went down naturally, because, 
while farmers were selling wildly, 
buyers wer e temporaily embarrassed 
with the stock s they had on hand. 

To-day however, things have swung 
over There is a scarcity of breed¬ 
ing sows throughout the Dominion. 
Young pigs ar e selling at high prices. 
Meanwhile the man who dropped out 
because he saw no. immediate profits 
■swig’llt must today pay'; high pi ices 
for renewing hi s breeding stocks. Had 
he only had a longer faith last fall, 
he would have stayed in the game.” 
He would not so readily have sold his 
breeding ani mals. He would have 
made a little temporary sacrifice to 
keep them over the winter and have 
been in the position to take full ad¬ 
vantage of a rising market. 

The quick change In nog prospects 
is only another proof of the shrewd 
observation that the producer of live 
stock who “stays in the game” in the 
unfavorable season, will be best able 
t Q recoup his losses and make good 
turn in the market comes. 

But the real tragedy (caused by the 
“in-and-outer” is the way he destroys 
the markets. During a period of 
high production the packer extends 
his markets. He establishes a demand 
for the product of the farmer’s ani¬ 
mals. If during a period of tempor¬ 
ary depression breeding stock is heav¬ 
ily disposed of, it causes great fluc- 


is made to get them to the polls, some 
easy optimists are slated for a big 
disappointment. 

Furthermore, the campaign in rural 
sections, to be effective, must be car¬ 
ried on before haying and harvesting 
get into full swing—during July and 
early August. If plans have not al¬ 
ready been made, prohibitionists 
among the farmers, preachers of all 
denominations in rural sections, or¬ 
ganizers or any one interested, should 
take hold and plan series of meetings 
in every section, and arrange for a 
wide-spread distribution of literature.

Preston, Stan¬ 
ley, Huron, Bishop, OA.C. No. 104, 
Marquis, Ruby and Prelude have each 
their valuable factors. The history 
and characteristics of each are giv¬ 
en. The Seed Branch, and tht De¬ 
partment assists the Canadian Seed 
Growers Association in extending the 
crop competitions and seed fairs 
tests seeds for farmers and merchants, 
inspects seedjlbn sole, and hs^s through 
the Canadian Seed Purchasing Com¬ 
mission, ensured supplies of depend¬ 
able seed wheat during recent years.

in comparing corn and sunflower sil¬ 
age fed to milking cows. There were 
seven cows in the test. When fed on 
sunflowers they produced 300 pounds 
more of milk- Each cow gained 120 
pounds more in Weight than when 
fed corn silage over a period of 28 
days. In makng this good showing 
than corn in the silo, which would 
be a decided disadvantage where 
on sunflowers they only consumed 73 
pounds more sunflower silage than 
corn, but took> 18 pounds less grain. 

In point of palatibility there would 
seem t Q be little to cjj^s© betwee n the 
two kinds of silag^^sSnflower ^asF 
readily eaten at all times and appar¬ 
ently relished. Nor could it be said 
that sunflower was more laxative in 
its effect than corn, but with regard 
to its general effect on the system it 
was agreed that the advantage was 
quite decidedly in favor or sunflower. 
It was observed that the cows im 
proved in handling qualities, the hair 
became softer to touch and the skin 
more pliable, indicating more abund¬ 
ant secretion. 

While it is realized -that definite 
conclusions cannot be drawn from 
the results of one feeding trial that in 
order to determine the actual feeding 
value of sunflower as compared with 
corn silage; the work must be repeat¬ 
ed several times and with different 
groups nevertheless sufficient inform¬ 
ation has been gathered to warrant 
the following conclusions: 

1. Sunflower, when mature enough 
t Q the extent of the seeds being form¬ 
at the time of cutting, makes a very 
succulent, palatable and nutritious 
silage. 

2. By reason of the excessive moist¬ 
ure which sunflower ensilage con¬ 
tains, it freezes to a greater extent 
where outdoor feeding is practised. 

3. By reason, again, of its extreme 
succulence, sunflower packs more 
thoroughly in the silo and is, there¬ 
fore, less liable to contain pockets of 
mould than is corn silage. 

4. Dairy cows maintain their milk 
flow and body weight at least equally 
as well on sunflower silage as on corn 
silage. 

5- In view of the difficulty of grow- 
inng corn to maturity in some parts 
and whereas sunflower s can generally 
be matured and will withstand more 
frost it would seem to be a good pol¬ 
icy to raise sunflowers for ensilage in 
localities effected by the above con¬ 
siderations.

SAFETY ON THE FARM 

Accident prevention In industry is 
an accomplished fact and is being con¬ 
ducted with humanitarian and sound 
business principles. Accident and fire 
prevention are taught in the schools, 
on the streets and in the homes of the 
citiies. It is not time though to teach 
accident prevention on the farm? It 
Is said that nearly one-half of the ac¬ 
cidents In this province happen to 
farmers and farm hands. Reports in 
the press point to accidents caused 
by chopping machinery The farmer 
has as much right to demand safe 
working conditions as labor in fact¬ 
ories and should insist that the manu¬ 
facturer of farm machinery should 
guard all exposed gears and moving 
chains before selling the article. Oth¬ 
er accidents are due to binders or 
mowers striking half-buried stones 
or short stumps hidden by the stand¬ 
ing crop. After a serious accident 
from one of these causes the offend¬ 
ing rock or stump will be removed, 
but the time to do that clearing is 
when the prospective accident maker 
is in plain view. 

Then again we have the fire hazera 


in the barn and the home. These are 
conditions that can be guarded against 
by ordinary precautions—the oil-stove 
can be kept clean; matches can be 
kept out of reach of children ; hand 
fire extinguishers can be kept ready 
for instant use; lamps and lanterns 
can be placed that they are not likely 
to be knocked over. Fire losses and 
accident losses are a national calami¬ 
ty and for the good of the country 
should be reduced to the minimum, 
on the farm as well as elsewhere.

THE LEAVEN 

Matt. 13:33—The Kingdom of Heav 
en is like unto leaven. 

The Kingdom of Heaven is repre¬ 
sented in two parables as subject to 
the law of growth. The mustard 
seed represents it as destined to in¬ 
crease in outward bulk as a visible 
society. The leaven teaches that the 
kingdom will show itself as a spirit¬ 
ual, moral influence effecting an in¬ 
ward change in the world. 

The purpose of these parables is to 
inspire hop e amid discouraging cir¬ 
cumstances. It tells the deciples not 
to despair, because the kingdom 
which now seems so small and weak, 
Will become a great ana mighty pow¬ 
er in the world. 

The great Teacher draws attention 
in connection with the

spread of Christianity. He illustrates: 
First, the kind of change effected in 
the world, and, second, the method by 
which this change is wrought. 

First, our Saviour teaches that He 
meant to effect a change iin the spirit 
and character of things. As leaven 
alters the character of the meal, so 
His influence will change the charac¬ 
ter of society, not by revolutionary 
but by constructive methods, The 
change which he is to effect is of an 
inward kind, Change^first the indiv¬ 
iduals, and then society, for society 
iscomnosedof individuals, 

, '\>ur‘'KSrd did not intend t 0 erect a 
vast organization over-agaiinst the 
world, but He introduced into .the 
world a leaven which should subdue 
all things to itself. 

Secondly, the parable draws atten¬ 
tion to the method by which the King¬ 
dom of Heaven is to grow. It is to be 
the application of force. It is to be 
by moral suasion, or personal influ¬ 
ence. The Holy Spirit does His work 
too, but Christ does not bring that 
point out here. The point He brings 
out is that He depends upon personal 
influence for the spread of His King¬ 
dom. 

This influence works through mix¬ 
ing i.e- through contact between those 
who are and those who are not His 
followers. He m/ixed with publicans 
and sinners, Pharisees and Saducees. 
We must mingle with all kinds of 
people in business, and society. The 
question is, can we be true to our 
Master in so doing? 

Should w , e ever refuse to mingle 
with people? Not as a rule. Many 
would never know the spirit of Chris¬ 
tianity unless they saw it in their fel¬ 
low men. The important question is. 
What am I to do that the Kingdom 
may extend? The answer is “Be a 
Christian” The true method of doing 
good is to be good—to have a charact¬ 
er that will communicate good. 

“The whole will be leavened” is en¬ 
couraging. The spirit of Christ will 
pervade all things by and by. We can 
see this is being fulfilled, if we study 
conditions in China, India and, iin fact 
the non-christian world.
